In teu months from this time tho 


people ot the United States will find 
themselves tossing and whirling in tho 
maelstrom of a Presidential election. 
Already the din of preparation is 
heard on everygside. The managers 
of the two great parties thah divide 
the country are running hither and 
thither, plotting and scheming in 
behalf of favorito candidates, named 
or unnamed, and laboring to shape 
the issue of the canvass as to insure 
their own success. 
The state of 


things is, ia some respects, peculiar, 
aud the result of the canvass more 
than usually doubtful. 
Let us en- 


deavor to take an impartial survey of 
the field, and to discover, if possible, 
the eletnents of strength and weak- 
ness in each of the parties to the im- 
pending struggle. 


The itapublican 
party, 
formed 


originally to rescue the country from 
the dominion of the slave power, has 
controlled the National Government 
during nearly twenty years, or six 
full Presidential terms 
Its original 


object was long siuoo attained, and 
the issues upon which it first came 
into power are as dead aa Julius 
Cirsar, 
Iu all fairness it must be 


admitted that it has carried 
tho 


country safely through a ciisin us 
dangeious as any that ever befell a 
uution, and m this and in some other 
respects made for itsolt a record of 
which it may bo proud. 
But it has 


made some very serious mistakes, 
which have impaired the public con- 
fidence in its wisdom and integrity. 
It has been slow to adjust itself to 
new conditions and to recognize the 
new questions which from time to 
time demand its attention. Its lead- 
uis, intoxicated by the possession of 
power, have sought to entrench 
themselves in office by means ob 
noxious alike to souud'morahty and 
high statemunsbip. iu some instan- 
ces they have winked at, if they have 
not invented, frauds by which the 
public treasury has been despoiled, 
and they have been slow to adopt 
measures for the reform of Civil 
Service. In short, the Bepubhoaii 
party has been too much under the 
sway of the spoils system, as prac- 
ticed by the unscrupulous politicians 
who ore always found in the wake of 
every successful party. 
Many en- 


lightened and conscientious citizens 
have even despaired of its reforma- 
tion, and been tempted to aid in its 
overthrow as a necessary preliminary 
to a better stute of things. 


It must be admitted, howovpr, that 


tho party has of lato given signs that 
tha power of self-recovery is not 
lost, uud it may enter upon the elec- 
tion of next year under conditions 
which will give it fuir hopes of suc- 
cess. Its attitude upon the qustion 
of Civil Service Reform is improving 
from day to day, and it may be able, 
with u good candidate, to command 
the support of the Independents, 
whoho votes aio likely to turn the 
scale. 
On the question of the TartT 


it has a great advantage over its rival 
in the fact that it is able to express 
itself with substantial unanimity in 
favor 
of 
measures 
under which, 


whatever else may bo said, the coun- 
try has attained to a high degree of 
prosperity, 
while the 
Democratic 


party is hopelessly divided in opinion, 
Aa to presidential candidates, it may 


such as to encourage them to con 
tinue the alliance thus formed. In- 
action of the Democrats in the States 
and cities where they are in power is 
for the moat part, a rooard of brokei 
promises, of incompetent adrainis 
tration, and of unmitigated devotion 
to the "spoils." 
The prospect o 


political reform through that channe 
is not such as to win the confidence 
of non-partisan voters. 


That renowned philosopher, Josh 


Billings, says, "Don't prophesy nn 
less you know what will come tc 
pasa;" and we shall not venture to 
predict the result of the Presidentia 
election now so near at hand.

ing described as accurately as we 
can the elements and forces that wil 
enter into the conflict,

calmly aad patiently await the de 
velopuaents so soon to be unfolded to 
our vision.

The Auuualar Eclipsed' <!>« Sun, 
Professor Davidson has communicated 


to the California Academy of Sciences 
ho tiinu of commencement aud thu first 
point of contact of the annual eclipse of 
the sun, which occurs on the 30th in- 
stant, aud which will be partial on the 
Pacific Coast from Point Burrow iu the 
Arctic Ocean to Mnnzanillu in Mexico. 
The first phase only of tue eclipse is 
visible in Ban Francisco, and has bcoa 
calculated for tho position of the David- 
son Observatory by C. B. Hill, aud 
checked by a second computer. 


The local mean tinus of tho first con- 


tact of tho moon's limb w i t h Ihut of the 
sun in October 30th 3 hrs., 10 mius. P. 
M. at u point oil the.sun'.s limb 203 ilegs. 
43 uiius. from the vertex rockoned round 
by tho east; or nuivrly one-fourth of a 
qmulruut to tho right of thu lowest, part 
of the limb. 
Ttie angle of position 


from thu north point, for which the 
sotting is made, with nu equatorial in- 
instrumc'Ut, is d!8 degs. 59 mius. 


The uppproxiin Uu time of duration 


for Sau Francisco would bo '2 lire. 27 
mins., but the last coutuct would occur 
about 0 hrs. 15 mius. F. M., oroue and 
a quarter hours nftcr sunset. 
At the 


time of greatest ouscuriition the limb of 
tho moon will have advanced upon the 
sun's disc more than 0.45 of its diam- 
eter, and thus obscure very nearly one- 
third of the sun's surface. 


The path of tho annal eclipse begins 


on the eastern coast of Asia, crosses 
J.ipan, and traverses tho Pacfio Ocean, 
reaching its southern limit in latititude 
10J degrees north aud longitude 150 de- 
grees west from Greenwich ; and pass- 
ing about nine degrees south of tha 
Hawaiian Islands, 
At Honolulu ths 


eclipse will commence ha!J an hour 
after noon and by two o'clock nearly 
nine-tenths of the sun's surface will be 
obscured. The eastern limit of the an- 
nual path is the Pacific Ocean in lati- 
tude 15 degrees north aud longitude 120 
degrees west.

Despite this extra exprnso nt the insane 
asylum, at no timo has it cost as much 
as it did 'for earn in California uud 
transportation. Now that the asylum 
is established, it is expected that u very 
material saving will be effected, and 
tho returns of last month HUOW what 
can ba done. Foity couU n day for 
140 patients makes it saving of $5G a 
day, or $1,580 a month, or about $19,- 
000 a year over the rate paid to Dr. 
Clurk for keeping tueiu at Stockton. 
At this r.ite of saving tha $80,000 spent 
in the building nnd furnishing of tho 
asylum will bo made up in something 
over four yfiars. 
These figures present 


an unanswerable argument to the op-
